7. Translucent fabric used for purposes of diffusing photographic light 
sources must be color correct or color corrected fabric. The term color 
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correct or color corrected has a known, definite meaning in the 
photography art. Color correct or color corrected fabric must be free 
of fluorescence or other additives enhancing the color. Fluorescence 
or other additives enhancing the color are found in practically all 
commercially used white material. 

8 Artificial light used in photography may be measured in degrees 

' Kelvin. Light passing through color correct or color corrected fabric 
retains its color temperature, allowing the item to be photographed to 
maintain its original color. 

9 Light passing through fabric that is not color correct or color corrected 
has its color temperature raised or lowered causing the item to be 
photographed to appear as "warmer" or "cooler," as used m the art
